CENTUNARY OF LADY 
ANNE BARNARD. 


A-hundred years ago (on May 6) 
died Lady Anne Baraard, the 
authoress of the Scottish ballad, 
“Auld Robin Gray.” She was‘a 
daughter of James Lindsay, fifth 
Earl of Balcarres, and was born on 
December 8,1750. Whensho was 
forty-three she married Mr, Andrew 
Barnard, a son of the Bishop of 
Limerick, and accompanied her 
husband to South Africa in 1793, 
when he was appointee secretary 
to the colony of the Cape of Good 
Hope uoder Lord .Macartney. 
Returning to England jn 1802, she 
realded ip London until hor death 
on May 6, 1825, at the age of, 
seventy-five. . - 

Lady Anne Lindgay was a 
vivacious young woman of twenty: 
one’ when she composed her 
famous ballad in the ancestral hall 
of the. Lindsays, ald Balcarres 
Howse, near Colinsburgh, in the 
East of Fife. .The ballad was 
written {o suit an ancient Scottish 
melody of, which Lady Anne was 
very fond; but soom after its 
publication’ a new alr for it wis 
composed by an English clergy 
-man, the Rev. Mr, Leeyes, rector 
of Wringtoo, Somersetshire: It fs 
to the English tuae that the ballad 
has beén mostly sung, =~ 

The secret of the authorship was 
‘kept for more than half a century, 
Lady Anne revealed {1 only in 
‘1823 in a letter to Sir Walter Scott, 


In the year of Lady Anno's death, 
Sir Walter Scott editedsthe ballad 
for the Bannatyne Club, with 
several additions, which, however, 
are poor, Lady Anne. herself had. 
written two addiiions to the. 
original version. 

Lady Anne wrote other poems, 
none of which are remembered, 
and some of her Pthe 1 is preserye J 
In the piges of ¢ The Lives of the
